Declaration under 37 C.F.R. 1.131, however, after further review , applicant fails to specifically point out or map specific portions that 
correspond to specific limitations of the pending claims 1 - 6, 8 - 9, 18 - 21, 23 - 25, 33 - 41, 48, and 50-51. In 37 CFR 1.131(b) 'The 
showing of facts shall be such, in character and weight, as to establish reduction to practice prior to the effective date of the reference, or 
conception of the invention prior to the reduction to practice or to the filing of the application. Original exhibits of drawings or records, or 
photocopies thereof, must accompany and from of the affidavit or declaration or their absence satisfactorily explained. (See M.E.P.. 715). 
For example, the independent claims 1,18, and 48 recite "communicate with the server computer system to authenticate the user for 
storing the bookmark information to the server, using the user authentication information " corresponds to which specific part of the written 
description of the affidavit, provided by the Applicant ? Applicant mentioned that " if the personal bookmark is selected, a new dialog 
window is displayed to allow user to enter his/her unique identification name like tmtran or LDAP cn name like cn=trung tran. Once the 
unique identification name is filled out, the new URL is stored in Web database where the existing URLs are stored ". The Examiner is 
unable to find enough evidence to support the claimed limitation for authenticating the user in order to store the bookmark information to 
the server. Therefore, Applicant is required to specifically point out or map each claim limitation into his/her submitted written description 
of the Declaration under C.F.R. 1.131. 
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
